Priority

the examiner, in which the drawing objection is withdrawn. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-10 are allowed over the prior art. . 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art 
discloses a one or more cylindrical motor casings that house a rotor with one or more 
magnets in which one or more stator yokes having claw poles that are comb shaped 
and arte arranged in a cylindrical shape around the outer periphery of the rotor and that 
a one or more stator yokes have one or more bobbins. However, in regards to claims 
1 ,5, and 9 the prior art does not disclose at least one of the plane opening sections that 
are parallel with an axial direction of terminal basses that are provided along the 
direction in which terminals are taken out of the motor cases. In regards to claim 1 1 , the 
prior art does not disclose a side wall sections having bent sections that are 
discontinuous in the circumferential direction and formed adjacent to edge sections of 
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the openings sections and an outer peripheral surface of the coil of the bobbin is located 
in close proximity to the opening sections.
